Claim Rejections - 35 USC 5 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 
102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more 
than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 7- 
207134 

JP 7207134 discloses an aromatic polycarbonate resin composition containing an 
intercalation compound containing a specific laminar silicate as a host and an organic 
onium ion as a guest, respectively, in a specific amount as an inorganic ash content 
and excellent in strength, stiffness, toughness, 

ductility, surface appearance of molding, melt fluidity and dimensional accuracy. 

This composition contains an intercalation compound containing a laminar silicate 
having ≥30mm equivalent/1 OOg, preferably ≥70mm equivalent/1 OOg of cation 
exchange capacity as a host, and an organic onium ion (preferably a quaternary onium 
ion having preferably ≥ a 12C alkyl group, especially trimethyloctadecylammonium 
ion) as a guest, respectively, in an amount of 0.1-10wt.%, preferably 0.3-4wt.% as an 
inorganic ash content. 

Particularly, the composition comprises a polycarbonate resin containing, an 
intercalation compound, in an amt. of 0.1-10 wt.% as an ash, which is composed of a 
layer silicate having a cation exchange capacity of at least 30 milliequivalent/100 g as a 
host and an organic onium compound having 12 or more C alkyl as a guest. 

The composition is used for molding various parts of cars, machines, electric or 
electronic appliances and sheet, film and packaging materials. 
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The composition is improved in mechanical strength and stiffness and less lowering 
ductility at the same time and less increasing in density, further improved surface 
appearance, flowability and dimensional stability anisotropically. 

Thus the reference discloses an aromatic polycarbonate resin composition as 
claimed by applicants. Any properties or characteristics inherent in the prior art, e.g. 
although unobserved or detected by the reference, would still anticipate the claimed 
invention. Note In re Swinehart, 169 USPQ 226. "It is elementary that the mere 
recitation of a newly discovered... property, inherently possessed by things in the prior 
art, does not cause claim drawn to those things to distinguish over the prior art". 

Since the disclosed amounts are expressed differently and thus may be distinct from 
those claimed, it is incumbent upon applicant(s) to establish that they are 
in fact different and whether such difference is unobvious. 

there appears to be no significant difference between the reference(s) 
and that which is claimed by applicant(s). Any differences not specifically 
mentioned appear to be conventional. Consequently, the claimed invention 
cannot be deemed as novel and accordingly is unpatentable.
